THE DAY FIXED. 


Anschlag to be Hanged on 
November 16th. 


HIS 
APPEAKANCE 
IN 
COURT. 


Chained to the Floor of HU Cell 
He W aits Death Under the 
Eye of the W acth. 


For the doomed Anschlag, convicted 
of the m urder of the HitchcockB, the 
beginning of the end has come. Y ester­ 
day m orning in the Superior Court, th e 
16th of next m onth was set for his exe­ 
cution, and now no power but the par­ 
don from the Governor can save him 
from death. There is no chance th at 
such a pardon will be granted. 
He hae 
no friends to intercede for him , and it is 
said that the nature of his crime as well 
as the repulsiveness of his cnaracter will 
prevent any display of public sympathy 
in his behalf which m ight tend to in­ 
fluence the Executive. Four weeks from 
next Friday he will suffer on the gallows 
for the crime committed at Garden Grove 
on the 23rd of last January. The cir­ 
cumstances of the affair are too recent 
and stand out too vividly in the history 
of crime in this section of the State to 
need repetition. 
News of the affair first 
appeared on the 27th of January, the day 
after the discovery was made in the 
pit near the house of the horribly muti­ 
lated bodies. On the 28th Anschlag 
confessed the crime and on the 18th of 
February was tried before a jurv and 
found guilty. On the 24th of the same 
month he was sentenced to be hung and 
later the date of April 13th was fixed. 
On April 6th an appeal to the Supreme 
Court was taken, which only resulted in 
the reaffirmation of the decision of the 
lower tribunal. Nothing then remained 
in the chain of legal formality save the 
fixing of the date when the death penalty 
should be carried out. 
’ 
Judge Gardiner has been occupying 
the bench of Departm ent One for some 
time, but Judge Cheney leturned to his 
regular post yesterday to perform the aw­ 
ful ceremony, the sequel to the trial over 
which he presided Beven months ago. 
Before the doorB of the room opened at 
10 o’clock a considerable crowd had gath­ 
ered and the seats were promptly filled 
as soon as admission coula be gained. A 
num ber of members of the bar and rep­ 
resentatives of the press filled the space 
w ithin the railing. There was a hush as 
at a funeral, deepening to an intense 
stillness 
when 
the 
prisoner 
was 
brought in. 
Anschlag walked to the court-room on 
New High street between Jailor Russel 
and Deputy Sheriff Jennings. 
Around 
the entrance at the foot of the stairway 
so large a crowd had gathered that ft 
took several minutes for Captain H arris, 
the Chief of the detective force, ana 
Deputy Sheriff Bottello to clear the way. 
Anschlag’s face was pale, his eyes fixed 
and staring, and his breath came in the 
short gasps which betoken great excite­ 
ment. 
As ho started up the steps hia 
confusion was so great that he mitsed 
his footing and fell over against the 
young burglar to whose arm he was 
chained. 
When placed in the dock he 
appeared for the moment more at ease, 
and looked about him over the curious 
faces of the expectant crowd. 
After the routine legal business of the 
morning had been disposed of. which 
consumed only a few minutes, District 
Attorney Dupuy stated the case to the 
court, making a brief résumé of the legal 
proceedings up to date. 
He concluded 
by asking that the date be now set for 
the execution. 
Judge Cheney, who had been leaning 
back in his ch iir during the statem ent 
of the case, now straightened himself up 
and glanced nervously about the room. 
“ John Henry Fritz Anschlag,” said 
he, addressing himself to the murderer, 
“ Stand up.” 
It was several moments before An­ 
schlag managed to obey, and his intense 
excitem ent Bhowed both in his face and 
in his motions.

v ariety of m aterial resources possessed 
b y th is section, several h u n d red citi­ 
zens of Los A ngeles and th e neighboring 
to w n s, m en well know n in business and 
professional circles, cam e together in th e 
room s of th e Board of T rade 3 esterday 
afternoon at 3 o ’clock. 
In th e nu m b er 
a tte n d in g , th e enthusiasm displayed and 
th e results attain ed the m eeting in every 
w ay excelled th e anticipations of those 
w ho h ad called i t ; and if th e w ork con­ 
tin u es as it h as begun, results of great 
im portance will follow. 
A ll th e seats in th e large room w ere 
occupied, and the standing room in th e 
aisles and adjoining 
ante-room s 
was 
crow ded to its utm ost capacity. 
T he 
m eetin g ¿vas called to o rd er by M ajor E . 
W . Jones, w ho h ad been delegated to 
serve as its presiding officer. 
T he object 
of th e m eeting w as stated by several 
gentlem en p resen t to be th a t of perfect­ 
ing som e k ind of an organization w hich 
should have for its object th e general 
ad v an cem en t of th e section through th e 
d evelopm ent of its m aterial resources. 
I t w as aeser'ed th a t all investigation 
should be m ade w ith a view to th e gen­ 
e ra l public good and not to fulfill any 
priv ate schem e or personal gain. 
A fter a considerable am ount of desul­ 
to ry talking, in w hich a n um ber of m o­ 
tio n s w ere .m a d e and w ithdraw n, the 
following resolution w as offered by Col. 
H . G. O tis an d passed unanim ously, 
after som e discussion as to th e nam e 
w h ich should be a d o p te d : 
W h ereas, W e, th e assem bled business 
m en and citizens of th e city an d county 
of Los Angeles, are in favor of inducing 
im m igration, stim ulating hom e in d u stry , 
a n d establishing feasible m anufactories, 
a n d of developing th e m aterial resources 
of Southern C alifornia, for th e fu rth er 
upbuilding of th e city an d county of Los 
A ngeles. 
T herefore be it 
Jiesolved, T h at we h ereb y associate o u r­ 
selves into a tem porary 
organization 
w ith th e above objects, to be know n as 
th e C ham ber of C om m erce, an d th a t a 
p erm an en t organization be effected a t the 
earliest possible tim e. 
M r. C. D ailey said he th o u g h t th e en ­ 
terprise w as one of serious im portance 
a n d th at th e organization should be per­ 
fected in shape to m ake it a veritable de­ 
v elopm ent com pany. 
T he sp irit of th e 
people as show n in th e utteran ces of the 
public prees indicates th at th e tim e is 
rip e for action. 
C ouncilm an Book thought th at th e o r­ 
ganization should be a sim ple one, and 
th a t mo3t of its effective w ork should be 
done through its com m ittees. 
C ouncilm an H um p h rey s was in favor 
of having everybody th a t w ent into the 
schem e p u t u p $1,000. 
H e him self was 
quite w illing to put up $1,000, and he 
th ought a n u m b er of o th ers could be 
found quite as m uch in earn est as he 
w as him self. 
M r. H u m p h rey s repeated 
th is sen tim en t several tim es in th e course 
of the m eeting.

T he transportation is th e g reatest factor 
of th e cost. 
A lin e of pipe from here to 
P uente th e nearest practicable 
point 
w ould cost about $600 a m ile. 
It is now 
piped a t V entura seven m iles from th e 
w ells to th e station. 
In th e E a st th e 
transportation of petroleum to th e great 
centers w here it Is used costs one or two 
cents a b arrel, here about $1.00 a barrel. 
A tw o-inch pipe will carry 1,000 barrels 
a day, a th ree-in ch tw ice th a t num ber. 
T h ere are several prepared fuels which 
can

coal 
w ith g reater heatin g capacity. T here 
are also large districts contaiñiug coal 
veins from w hich coal can be brought 
h ere a t $5 a to n . 
I t is rem arkable bow 
m any g reat enterprises are sim p ly aw ait­ 
ing th e discovery of a ch eap fuel h ere to 
b egin operations, m anufactories of all 
k in is w hich w ould ten d to greatly en ­ 
rich th e country. 
C o-operation 13 all 
th a t is needed. 
Three barrels of p etro ­ 
leu m is about equal to a ton of coal. The 
oil costs from 30 to 60 cents in th e E ast 
an d we o u ght to have it here a t app ro x i­ 
m ately th e sam e figure. 
T he com m ittee 
h a s received com m unications from 
a 
n u m b er of q u arters asking for assistance 
in th e m atter of startin g new industries. 
W e con sid er th a t in th e m atter of fuel no 
schem e can be devised of g reater im por­ 
tan ce n o r o ne m ore w orthy of th e m ost 
careful consideration th a n th is of a pipe 
lin e for oil to P u en te. 
T his rep o rt excited som e discussidh 
a n d it was decided th a t th e facts and 
figures h a d b e tte r be red u ced to w riting. 


T h e C om m ittee w as therefore given a 
w eek longer to p rep are a form al report. 
M r. T hom as A . L ew is th en offered a 
resolution to th e follow ing effect, which 
w as adopted w ithout d iscu ssio n : T h at it 
is th e sense of th is m eeting th at a gen­ 
e ra l im provem ent of agricultural lands 
w ould be one of th e best w ays of attrac t­ 
ing settlers, th a t all ow ners of lands be 
urged to p u t th e ir lan d s in crops, an d to 
cu t an d dispose of weedB an d brush, to 
m ake th e ir lan d s clear and a ttrac tiv e ; 
th a t each locality be invited to tak e th is 
m atter u n d e r consideration and encour­ 
age rivalry in th is m atter, and th a t th e 
press of S outhern C alifornia be requested 
to urge activ ity in inaugurating th is 
m ovem ent to th a t end, th a t a general 
im p rovem ent m ay resalt. 
Ju d g e .8 M inor w as called upon te 
sp eak on th e subject of oil and natu ral 
gas, and h is rem arks lasted for nearly an 
n our. 
H e declared th a t from a long 
practical stud}’ of th e subject, both here 
a n d in P ennsylvania, h e had com e to a 
profound belief th a t m ore oil was to be 
obtained from C alifornia th a n from th e 
w ells of P ennsylvania. 
T he oil rock 
here in m any places is th ree tim es th e 
d ep th th at it is in P ennsylvania. 
The 
system of boring, how ever, is entirely 
different. 
Sinking a well here is a ser­ 
ious financial operation, requiring skill, 
experience, patience and ex p en d itu re of 
m oney. 
G as cannot be found, in all 
probability, except at great depths. 
A m otion was m ade th at a com m ittee 
of th ree be ap pointed to confer w ith 
Judge M inor, to set a tim e an d place for 
a public lecture by him on th is subject 
a n d to arrange for o th er lectures and dis­ 
cussions on th e subject of our m aterial 
resources. 
M essrs. 
D ailey, Flournoy 
and Day w ere appointed as a com m ittee. 
It was th en rñoved and carried th a t a 
p erm anent organization be effected by a 
com m ittee of five, a n d th a t they report 
a t th e n ex t m eeting. 
T he C hairm an a n ­

a n d C h an d ler present. 
M r. M oriarty m oved th a t a d eed from 
M r. N ew m ark be accepted for th e land 
w hich h a d b een set off by S urveyor 
L am b ie for street purposes on Sainse- 
v ain stre e t. 
L aid over. 
M ayor W orkm an sen t in th e follow ing 
m essa g e : 
The Suprem e C ourt having decided th e m at­ 
te r of paving First street tetw een F o rt and 
S anta Fe A venue, in favor of the property ow n­ 
ers an d as through th e delays resulting from 
litigation, th e so necessary and Im portant work 
of im psoving this thoroughfare has been seri­ 
ously re ta rd e d I would ask th at before the con­ 
tract is signed it be am ended as follows: First.

Ab you represent the peo­ 
ple of this city, and as I hold office und er you, 
it has becom e m y duty to notify you of th e 
above, th at yon m ay instruct m e as to th e t.ak 
in g o f an appeal to th e Suprem e Court. I de­ 
sire to add th at in th e future m any cases are 
likely to arise iu w hich the aw ardees of con­ 
tracts will dispute th e correctness of tb e decis­ 
ion of tb e lio n Court in th e present case, and 
th a t consequently a rule of action from the 
highest authority to govern the Superintend­ 
en ts of Streets of m unicipalities where th e 
ow ners of a m ajority of th e frontage of a street 
to be Im proved assert their right to do the work 
1b very desirable.

S ackett a n d then com m itted suicide. Ou 
Sunday th e m urder of P edro Lopez at 
Verdugo took place an d yesterday a se n ­ 
sational suicide involving th e w ounding 
of another m an took place on C om m er­ 
cial street in th is city. 
It ap p ears from 
statem en ts of w itnesses th a t a t a b o u t 9 
o ’clock yesterday m orning a m an w ho 
h as since been identified as a g am b ler 
nam ed F rank W orlsten en tered a paw n­ 
broker shop on Com m ercial street, ju st 
below M ain, and asked to be show n a re­ 
volver. 
T he young m an in th e store 
handed him a S m ith & W esson revolver, 
an d w hile he w as inspecting it Ja m e s 
G illespie, an elderly m an , em ployed as 
a w atchm an for th e Southern Pacific 
Co , entered and tried on a coat directly 
behind W orlsten. 
T he latter said he 
th o u g h t he w ould tak e th e revolver aud 
asked th e clerk to load for h im , w hich 
w as done. 
W orlsten th en took th e 
pistol and placing its m uzzle close to Iiíb 
abdom en 
fired. 
T he 
b ullet 
passed 
through W orlsten’s stom ach an d cam e 
o ut ju st above his h ip w ith su ch force 
th a t it en tered th e back of G illespie and 
ranged upw ard, lodging in h is chest. 
W orlsten,before any one could reach h im , 
pulled th e trigger, a second tim e th e 
ball en terin g th e floor. 
H e th e n ra n out 
of th e store an d w hen he reached the 
sidew alk fired a th ird shot. 
T h is tim e 
tho bullet entered th e ceiling of a saloon 
adjoining. 
W orlsten ^ h e n placed th e 
m uzzle of th e pistol to his rig h t tem ple 
and fired again. 
T his tim e th o b u llet 
and tho pow der tore aw ay a portion of 
h is forehead and he dropped to th e Bide­ 
w alk, w here w rithed as if in horrible 
pain. 
H e w as conveyed to th e Police 
S tation, w here Dr. C hoate did all in h is 
power to relieve h is sufferings, b u t w ith ­ 
out avail.

G illespie, w ho h ad n ot felt th e w ound at 
first, sh o rtly afterw ard felt fain t an d th en 
experienced pain in h is back an d side.

to th e S isters’ H ospital, w here he w as 
m ade as com fortable as possible. 
W orlsten was sentenced som e tim e 
ago to 210 days in th e county jail for p a r­ 
ticipation in a “ shell gam e” robbery at 
San Pedro. 
H e w as released a s h o rt tim e 
since, and h as since then w andered aim ­ 
lessly about th e streets w ith blue glasses 
over h is eyes. 
W orlsten was b o rn in N ew Jersey , 
about ten m iles from P h ilad elp h ia, and 
em igrated to th e L ake States an d tau g h t 
school for five years. 
lie was a pupil of

Pcpulm tlou a n d Production. 
The population of Los Angeles has in­ 
creased during the last few years at so 
rapid a rate that the products of the farm 
necessary for its support has not kept 
pace with it. This is a thing that will of 
course equalize itself in tim e; but we 
wish to point out this fact so as to show 
that there is no place in the State, nor in 
the United States, which holds out the 
inducements which Los Angeles does to 
farmers of other States to come here and 
get rich in raising the supplies that are 
so greatly needed by our people. They 
will find here what cannot be found 
elsewhere, land of unapproachable fer­ 
tility and a market at their very door. 
Let us just mention two items, and they 
will show the rich opening we have here. 
Last week fifteen carloads of eggs were 
imported by both lineR of railroads from 
Iowa and other eastern States. One 
firm here receives a carload of butter 
each week from Cedar Rapids. 
If we 
import butter and eggs for our own con 
sumption, it is fair to presume that we 
are receiving a great many other farm 
producto from abroad. 
Now the butter 
that comes here from Cedar Rapids is 
but 
a small part of that neces­ 
sary article of consumption which we 
receive from other points. 
San Luis 
Obispo sends butter here by the ton. 
Potatoes and other vegetables are 
brought from abroad, and there are hut 
few kitchen articles of which we raise 
sufficient here to meet onr immediate 
consumption. 
Of course this is all 
wrong; but it is a repetition of the 
circumstances alwaye attending sudden 
immigrations. 
Whenever a settled 
country sends out a large emigration, 
that emigration carries with it or is fol 
lowed by the exportation of supplies to 
feed it. Agriculturally we were not pre­ 
pared to meet the wants of the great 
influx; and the new-comers became so 
busy in laying out towns and speculating 
in real estate that they neglected to go 
into the business of tilling the soil. The 
old settlers also became affected with 
the fever, and not only failed to increase 
their products, but in many cases pro­ 
duced a great deal less than they had 
before the rush had given them a larger 
market than they had previously. 
It is now about time that we should 
all settle down to the true business. Los 
Angeles county has over two hundred 
thousand acres of land upon which from 
three to six crops of alfalfa can be raised 
and cut every year. That will dispose 
of the butter 
importation business 
just as soon as farmers coming here seethe 
opening and avail themselves of it. The 
Easterner or Westerner who has had the 
hard experience of farm life on the other 
side will not be long in seeing the advan­ 
tages which these lands hold out. They 
can be purchased all the way from twen­ 
ty-five to one hundred dollars per acre, 
and each acre can be made to pay its 
purchase price in one or two years. 
There is no such opportunity for farmers 
in any other part of the Union. 
A young man came to us yesterday 
who had just sold out an indoor business 
that did not agree with his health. He 
said he had made up his mind to buy a 
small farm, and asked us for our advice. 
We knew his means were not Rotbschild- 
ian, so we suggested that he should se­ 
lect, say, forty acres of land where he 
could raise alfalfa, put a few cows upon 
upon it and start into the dairy business. 
At the same time, wo told him, he would 
do well to plant out a few acres in wal­ 
nut trees, etc., and make up his mind to 
work. That young man is now looking 
for the forty acres, and it is dollars to 
cents that in three years from now he 
will have a fat bank account and a thriv­ 
ing dairy, with perhaps his forty acres 
swelled to eighty or one hundred. There 
is room here for several thousand men 
to go and do likewise. 


Our luminous evening contemporary is 
lar beyond its depth when it attempts to 
criticize Mr. Thurman’s utterances on 
the tariff. That paper tells Mr. Thurman 
that the United States government does 
not levy a dollar of tax on anything that 
a man wears, or that his wife and chil­ 
dren wear. Whenever the government 
pláOss a tax duty upon any article of for­ 
eign production 50 per cent, higher than 
it can be imported, it enables the home 
manufacturer of that article to tax the 
consumer in profits up to that point. The 
government may not receive the benefit 
of the tax it imposes, but the protected 
manufacturer does, and that too on the 
lying plea that it is to enable him to pay 
high wages to his employes, which 
he does not pay. Every cent of duty 
imposed on Buch articles over the exact 
impost that is sufficient to keep out the 
imported article enables the protected 
manufacturer to rob the consumer to 
that extent. If we are told that donmstic 
competition keeps down the profits far 
below the tax limitation on any given 
article, the answer is two-fold. Practi­ 
cally it is not done. Combines and trusts 
tee to that. And, secondly, if it is done, 
nr can be done, then there is no need for 
the high-water tariff mark.

W heeler’8 Resolution on the Senate

• Associated Press Dispatches to the (Herald] 
W ashington, October 15.—In the Sen­ 
ate, Hoar called attention to the Union 
Pacific Railroad funding bill, and sug­ 
gested, in view of its great importance, 
that it should be Bet down for hearing 
the first Tuesday in December. Agreed 
to.Blair,’in connection with the veto mes­ 
sage, proceeded to discuss pension vetoes, 
generally, and the case of Mary Ann 
Doherty, in particular. 
Ilia remarks brought forth a reply 
from Cockrell, of Missouri, who warmly 
defended the course of the (tension 
vetoes. 
In reply to that Blair characterized the 
Presidentas “an infamous libeler” 
having used his great power to “defame 
and libel this woman, Doherty, unneces­ 
sarily.” Mary Ann Doherty, lie assert­ 
ed, was a woman of irreproachable char­ 
acter, while there was no proof of the 
character of her assailant. 
At the close of Blair’s remarks, the 
President’s meauige vetoing the hill 
granting a pension of Mary K. Richards, 
was laid before the Senate, the ground of 
disapproval being that the beneficiary 
would receive under the action of the 
Pension Bureau a much larger sum than 
she would receive under the action of the 
bill. Referred. 
Another message from the President, 
returning without his approval the bill 
granting a pension to W. 8. Bradshaw, 
was laid before the Senate. The ground 
of disapproval ia that his disability was 
not contracted in the military service. 
Laid on the table. 
líale produced a bill authorizing the 
Secretary of War to protect the Washing­ 
ton aqueduct tunnel. Passed. 
TIIE ONE THING TO BE DONE. 
Brown presented the petition of the 
Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 
of Georgia, for the repeal of the internal 
revenue laws, and addressed the Senate. 
He referred to the lact that there was no 
quorum of either house in the city of 
Washington and that no business could 
lie lawfully dono in tbe face of a single 
objection. There was therefore, he said, 
but one thing left to bo done and that 
was to adjourn at the earliest day pos 
sible. He asked Allison if there was any 
possible chance for passing the tariff bill 
at the present session. 
Mr. Allison said he did not see a possi­ 
bility of passing it in the Senate under 
the existing circumstances, and even if 
it were paeeed by the Senate it would be 
impossible to have the amendment con­ 
sidered in the House before next Decem­ 
ber. It was a fact that (with the tariff 
bill entirely and absolutely out of the 
question) Congress was not at this" day 
and hour ready to adjourn. The General 
Deficiency bill had not yet received the 
signature of the President and was only 
sent to him last Friday or Saturday. 
The delay bad arisen out of the fact that 
the Appropriation bills had not come to 
the Senate in the early period of the 
session. If he had his way he would 
push the Tariff bill to the exclusion of all 
other business. 
The discussion of the adjournment 
resolution stopped here and the Senate 
proceded with the consideration of the 
Tariff bill. 
WHERE FAVORITISM WAS SHOWN. 
VeBt said the tariff issue had been 
made up and gone to the country. What 
he desired to submit would he on some 
questions that had arisen in the current 
debate. The first matter which he dis­ 
cussed was the charge made in the Sen­ 
ate and on the stump that $(>0,000,000 of 
the public money had been placed in the 
National banks for the purpose of favor­ 
itism. He repelled that charge, claiming 
that the money was distributed fairly 
among the National Banks in various 
cities, and that the officers of only one of 
such banks belonged to the Democratic 
party. On the other hand he claimed 
that the F ret National Bank of New 
York, in 1879, in connection with 
the exchange of four per cent, bonds, 
made enormous profits. This pet of the 
Republican administration, he said, from 
1864 to 1887, made ten millions of clear 
profit on a capital of $500,000. Its profits 
for 1878 bad been 12 per cent., out in 
1879, when it Mias the fiscal agent of the 
Treasury in the exchange of four per 
cent, bonds, its profits were 120 per cent. 
Concluding, hfc said that in the increased 
duties of the Senate substitute for the 
Mills bill, could be plainly seen the ever 
present hand of New England. 
ALLISON DEFENDS SIIERMAN. 
Allison said that as to favoritism 
shown to the First National Bank of New 
York, Mr. Sherman, then Secretary of 
the Treasury, had explained tiie matter 
over and over again. It had arisen out 
of the change of 4 per cent, bonds for G 
per cent, bonds, but that was not like 
the present case. The criticism made on 
the present administration was that in­ 
stead of using this fifty-seven millions 
for the purchase of bonds, thus saving 2 
per cent, interest, it had put it into the 
National banks without interest. W hat 
would be the condition if this were 
October 1, 1891, when the 4Jg per cent, 
bonds become due ? The ~ Secretary 
could not pay them because the calling 
in of that fifty-seven millions from the 
National banks would create a panic. 
In addition to thie fifty-seven millions 
there was a further amount of thirty- 
eight million dollars on deposit in the 
National banks to the credit of the dis­ 
bursing officers, and the Senator from 
Missouri (Vest) could not get away from 
that criticism by alluding to the Treasury 
operations in 1879, which wore necessary 
and proper.

W heeler Presents a R esolution of 
Some M oment. 
W a s h in g t o n, October 
15.— In the 
House the Speaker proceeded to call the 
States for the introduction of bills and 
resolutions.

The «¿OTcrinncnt Rem inded of 1(n 
Hud Fa!Hi W illi Hie Indiana. 
W ashington, Octolier 15.—The Sioux 
chiefs appeared at the Interior J >epait 
ment to day. 
Secretary Vilas assured 
the Indians that he was glad to see them 
and requested them to proceed to state 
their objections to the new Sioux reser­ 
vation. 
John Grass said: The first thing I 
want to mention is the treaty of 18G8, 
and I ask you to promptly meet the 
obligations of that treaty. Pay us what­ 
ever rightfully belongs to us by this 
treaty and then that which belongs to us 
by the Black Hills treaty of 187G. \V by 
is it that we are not paid what is due us 
under these treaties? 
Grass produced a reservation map of 
Dakota Territory and pointing out the 
Sioux reservation said: Its Western 
boundary line should lie a long way west 
from the present location. We want 
$1.25 per acre, just what the Govern­ 
ment sells its lands for. We are in no 
hurry to dispose of our lands. By the 
treaty of 1868 you promised us schools 
and teachers for twenty years, and these 
twenty4 vears have gone by and we have 
had schools only within the last ten 
years. 
He asked that all the lands of the 
reservation be classed as grazing lands, 
thus enabling those entitled to 160 acres 
to get it. He Haid instead of the heads 
of families getting double the amount of 
land given to a woman and children, the 
latter ought to liavo fully as much or 
more than their fathers. The old men 
would soon die and therefore did not 
need so much land, but the young ones 
had their way to make, and would need 
all they could get; and then he wanted 
it distinctly understood that when young 
people married the woman should not 
lose her land. 
Mad Bear spoke of the failure of the 
Government to keep the treaties of 1868 
and 1876, and asked how they could be 
expected to enter into still further agree­ 
ments when the old ones had never been 
fulfilled. 
White Ghost and Drifting Goose, both 
of Crow Creek, made long speeches in 
opposition to the bill, and stated that 
treasures had been adopted to frighten 
the Indians into signing. Members of 
the Commission bad used harsh language 
toward the Indians. 
When the Indians finished speaking 
the Secretary said all the speeches had 
been faithfully written down and would 
be laid before the President, w ho would 
give faithful consideration to the matter. 
Whatever decision was reached, the 
Secretary added, would be announced to 
them on Wednesday. 
He hoped they 
would at that timo be prepared to say 
whether they would approve or disap­ 
prove of the decision which would then 
be known.

Representative Wheeler, of Alabama, 
to-day introduced a bill providing for the 
assembling oí the Fifty-first and subse­ 
quent Congresses on the 4th of March, 
when an adjournment shall he immedi­ 
ately taken until the first Monday in De­ 
cember following, unless the President 
expresses a wish to the contrary. 
The Treasury department decides that 
when articles imported for holiday trade 
are brought in elaborate coverings suited 
and designed for other uses than cover­ 
ings, they should be taxed 100 per cent. 
The eight-hour system for letter-car­ 
riers has gone into effect all over the 
country except at San Diego, Cal., and 
two other places. Arrangements are be­ 
ing made there. 
In the District Supreme Court in gen­ 
eral term, to-day, in the case of J. Harris 
Rogers against A. H. Garland, Joseph E. 
Johnston et al., tho demurrer entered by 
all the defendants, except Attorney- 
General Garland, was overruled and de­ 
fendants required to answer. The Chief 
Justice referred to the charge that the 
plaintiff has been refused information as 
to the condition of the affairs of the com­ 
pany, and was of the opinion that he 
waB entitled to an accounting. Garland, 
in his answer under oath, denied the 
allegations of the bill, and consented to 
an accounting by the Executive Commit­ 
tee for all sums realized by Rogers from 
sales of stock in violation of the agree­ 
ment. The decision requires that the 
defendants shall now answer.

O r l e a n s, October 15.—John 
Chaffee, one of the most prominent 
members of the Cotton Exchange, and 
one of the largest cotton planters in the 
United States, died to-day at the age of 
73. He was funding agent during the 
war for the Confederate Government.

Adam E . King and A. Pnowden. To­ 
ward noon the rain abated, and thou­ 
sands of visitors from Louisville, Ky., 
Jellereonville, 
Charleston, 
Madison, 
Corydon and other neighboring points, 
tram ped about the muddy streets. 
At 9 
o’clock Blaine and General Hovey held a 
public reception at the Windsor Hotel, 
around which several thousand people 
clamored. After shaking hands for ah 
hour, Blaine thanked the assemblage for 
the cordial 
welcome 
extended 
to 
General 
Hovey 
and 
himself, 
and 
returned 
to 
ex-Congress- 
raan Culberson’s residence, where he re­ 
ceived many callers during the day. 
Notwithstanding the unfavorable condi­ 
tions the street parade in the afternoon 
was declared by the citizens to be the 
largest and most imposing demonstration 
in the history of the city. 
Blaine re­ 
viewed the procession from the balcony 
of Mr. Culberson’s residence. 
General 
Hovey and Corporal Tanner reviewed 
them coming down town. The proces­ 
sion was forty minutes in passing. 
Sev­ 
eral thousand marchers were in line. A 
mass meeting was held at which it is es­ 
tim ated that from 10,000 to 12,000 people 
were present. Blaine arrived at 3:30 
and was given an ovation. 
He was in 
good voice and spoke substantially as 
follows: 
MR. MILLS EVOKED TH IS HOWL. 
M r . 
C h a ir m a n—Last Wednesday, at 
Goshen, Ind., I stated that Mr. H ave­ 
meyer, President of the Sugar Trust, had 
appeared before the Wáys and Means 
Committee when the Tariff bill was up, 
and, according to Senator Allison, had se­ 
cured an arrangem ent by which $0,000,000 
were put into the pockets of that trust. 
Mr. Mills, Chairman of the W ays and 
Means Committee, in a special card 
printed this morning in the Louisville 
papers, denies that Havem eyer ever ap­ 
peared before the Committee, or that any 
such arrangem ent as I have spoken of 
was m ade for bis benefit. 
I do not 
know what Mr. Mills means by this de­ 
nial, unless it is that Havemeyer never 
appeared before the full Committee when 
in regular session. 
If he means th at he 
did not appear before members of the 
Committee in the Committee room, then 
he is contradicted, not by myself, but by 
the Congressional Record. On page 0,503, 
of the Congressional Record for the cur­ 
rent session, issued on July 10th, a de­ 
bate is reported in which Breckinridge, 
of Arkansas, a member of the Ways and 
MeanB Committee, adm itted that he had 
invited Havemeyer and his attorney to 
the room of the Committee of Ways 
and Means, on the 12th of April, to talk 
of the sugar tariff, and Breckinridge, of 
Kentucky, another member of the Ways 
aud M eaus Committee, adm itted having 
met Havemeyer and his attorney at 
another time, 
All that I stated is sub­ 
stantiated by what I now quote, and in 
consequence the sugar standard was

points

to

Government, 
but 
also 
knew 
still further what points were advanta­ 
geous to the Trust. 
The latter points 
seem to have been adopted by the Ways 
and Means Committee, though perhaps 
Mr. Mills did not know it. 
[Laughter 
aud cheers.] 
FAIRCHILD STIRRED HIM UP. 
I also find in the papers to^day the re­ 
port of a Democratic meeting in New 
York, before which Mr. Fairchild, Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury, appeared to de­ 
fend his policy of loaning $60.000,000 of 
the people’s money to certain pet banks 
w ithout interest. His defense consists 
chiefly in proving that I overstated the 
am ount 
these 
banks 
could

out of that 
transaction. 
He 
says 
th at I calculated interest on the whole 
$60,000.000, whereas the banks are com­ 
pelled to keep 25 per cent, in their 
vaults.

I$hiok Mr. Faircliild’s answer 
is positively am using and it recalls to me 
the Boliloqny of the man who drew a 
$10,000 prize in the lottery a few years 
ago when the habit was to deduct 15 per 
cent, before paying the amount. 
“ How 
lucky it was,” he said, “ th at I did not 
draw $20,000, it would have ruined m e to 
pay 
the 
prem iim . 
[Laughter 
and 
cheers. ] 
Mr. 
Fairchild 
does 
not 
frankly 
and 
manfully 
confront 
the 
lasne. 
H e does not state 
to 
the people how the banks could afford to 
buy Government bonds when the Gov-; 
ernm ent itself could not afford it. If it 
was an 
advantageous proceeding for 
these banks to invest $60,000,000 in 
G overnment bonds, why was it not still 
more advantageous for the Government 
to do it? [Cheers ] J press this ques­ 


tion upon Mr. Fairchild, for he has not 
answered why, if the banks could make 
from two to two and a-half per cent, 
upon the purchase of 
United States 
fours, the Treasury Department could 
not make as much (cheers), when by 
doing what the banks do he could have 
wiped out sixty millions of the public 
debt. 
[Cneers.] I press this question 
because it is a pertinent question. 


HARRISON TAFFIED. 
General Harrison made a well-ground­ 
ed accusation and used a happy phrase 
when he accused the National adm inis­ 
tration of/'nursing the surplus.” 
If Mr. 
Fairchild’had invested $60,000 in United 
States bonds it would not have appeared 
in the surplus, but as he loaned it to his 
pet banks it still appears as part of the 
rightful surplus, to get rid of which the 
people must destroy 
the 
protective 
tariff, 
There 
is 
a very suggestive 
poiht bearing 
on that to which 1 
beg Mr. Fairchild’s attention. 
Between 
March, 1885, and June 30, 1886, a year 
and four months from President Cleve­ 
land’s inauguration, the surplus in the 
treasury increased $95,000,000, and the 
public debt was only reduced *50,000,- 
000. Of this $50,000,000, $44,500,000 was 
a compulsory purchase for the sinking 
fund. 
The further fact is revealed that 
there was at that very date $50.000,000 of 
three per cent bonds that could have 
been called in at par, and they were left 
in the hands of private holders, drawing 
interest, in order that the bugbear of the 
surplus might he raised, and, as General 
Harrison 
says, 
“ carefully nursed.” 
[Cheers.] 
“ NO SURPLUS AT ALL.” 
Mr. Blaine said th at when the Demo­ 
cratic party came inio power four years 
ago it had found no surplus at all, though 
during the campaign of 1884 the Demo­ 
cratic speakers had placed the alleged 
surplus at $400,000,000. T h e ^ o licy of 
President 
Cleveland’s 
adm inistration 
was to accumulate a surplus which could 
have been avoided by paying off the 
bonds as they became due. 
Mr. Blaine then said : 
I believe, Mr. 
Chairman, that there never was an ad­ 
m inistration of th e Treasury Depart­ 
ment that showed so little practical 
com prehension of the condition of the 
country ; one that has been so filled and 
permeated with th at offensive conceit 
which always m arks theoretical free 
trade. [Great^applause.] 
I said before, 
and 1 repeat now, that if a Republi­

The Exclusión Act Stands 
the Test. 


JUDGE

DECISION. 


The Chinese in Fort Dare Not Laud. 
Every Gate Closed Against 
the Mongolians. 


[Associated Press DisDatcnes to the HebaliT 


Ban F r a n c isc o , October 1 5 .— A d e c is ­ 
ion was rendered by Judge Sawyer in 
the lTnit9d States Circuit Court to-day 
upon the two test cases under the recent 
Chinese exclusion act. 
The Court af­ 
firms the constitutionality oi the act a n d 
holds th at all Chinese now in the harbor, 
as well as those on the way here from 
China, must be sent back to their ow n 
country. 
Judge Sawyer announced his decision 
verbally, stating that he would be able 
to produce a corrected copy of the deci­ 
sion this afternoou. 
Notice was given by the attorneys that 
the cases would be appealed to the United 
States Supreme Court. Jud^e Sawyer 
allowed ten days for preparing appeal 
papers. 
The decision was read by Judge Saw­ 
yer this afternoon and is very lengthy. 


T H IR T Y -T H R E E 
TH O U SA N D 
C H IN E SE 
AF­ 


F E C T E D . 
It is estim ated that this decision will 
effect 
about 
thirty-three 
thousand 
Chinese, as there are over thirty thou­ 
sand return certificates still outstanding, 
and it is believed there are now about 
3,000 in their native country who lmd 
lived here before the Restriction act was 
passed, and who before the passage of 
the Exclusion bill would be entitled to 
re-enter this country under the claim of 
being prior residents. 
About six hun­ 
dred Chinese have arrived in this port 
since the approval of the Exclusion act, 
and about seven hundred others are now 
on the way from China. 
The court declares that the language 
of the act is clear and exact and capable 
of bearing but one construction. 
It be­ 
gins to operate from the moment it was 
approved by the President, and though 
the petitioners in these cases were upon 
the high seas at the time the act was ap­ 
proved, it nevertheless acts upon them . 


A R ETU R N TIC K ET NOT A CONTRACT. 
The court further declares that there is 
no specific contract between the United 
States 
Government 
and 
individual 
Chinese laborers, by which the latter 
should be entitled to return to this 
country after once departing from it. 
A 
return certificate is not 
a 
contract, 
b at 
only 
an 
instrum ent 
of 
evi­ 
dence 
to 
establish 
the 
identity 
of 
a 
party 
already 
entitled 
to 
certain privileges under a contract be­ 
tween the United States and Chinese 
governments, 
as 
between 
the two 
governments. 
Treaties like other laws 
confer rights and privileges as long as 
they are in force, and the Court holds 
th at the right of Congress to legislate in 
such m anner as to control and repeal the 
stipulation of treaties has been clearly 
recognized. 
As an act of Congress upon 
a subject within its legislative power is 
as binding upon the Courts as the treaty 
on the same subject, both are binding, 
except when the latter one conflicts or 
interferes with the former. 


NOT A N E X POST FACTO LAW. 
Upon the other point urged by the 
counsel for the Chinese that the E x­ 
clusion Act is unconstitutional on account 
of its being an ex post facto law, the court 
states: We do not find any element of an 
ex p o st facto law in the act now in ques­ 
tion. 
There is nothing in the nature of 
an offense in a Chinam an’s departing 
from the country, and his departure is 
not made an offense. And there is noth­ 
ing in the nature of a punishment or of a 
penalty imposed for the act of having de­ 
parted from the country, in providing in 
the interest of the people of the United 
States under a change of public policy 
th at he shall not return. 
There is 
simply a repeal by Congress of a prior 
Jaw found in the stipulations of a treatv 
with China.

M o n t r e a l , October 1 5 .— A cable d i s ­ 
patch from London say s: The Pacific 
mail contract has been signed between 
the Imperial Government and the Can­ 
adian Pacific Railway Company. 
Ten­ 
ders for three steamers will b e ' received 
within a week. The stipulated service is 
to commence in eighteen m onths, the 
company receiving annually £45,000 from 
the Imperial Government, in addition to 
£15,000 from the Dominion Government 
for monthly service for ten years, from 
Vancouver, not only to Yokohama and 
Hongkong, as first intended, but also 
calling at Shanghai. 
Increased anxiety is felt to learn that 
the Dominion Government realizes that 
the whole efficiency of the Canadian 
route to the EaBt depends upon the At­ 
lantic service.

N i a g a r a F a l l s , N. Y ., October 15.— 
The four Chinamen continue to be wards 
of the Grand Trunk Railway. The Grand 
Trunk authorities have done everything 
in their power to get them across the 
frontier, even communicating with the 
authorities at Washington. 
Each tim e a 
reply came that they cannot be allowed 
to enter the county. The Chinamen 
have now sent a communication to the 
Chinese Ambassador at W ashington. No 
donbt the m atter wiil become an inter­ 
national question between China and the 
United States, and possibly Canada and 
the United StateB. 
The feeling here is
